WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House has passed a sweeping 
four-year farm bill after stormy 
debate. Now the measure heads 
for more conflict in the Senate. 
Cost of the four years of gov. 
eminent-authorized 
supports 
have been estimated at between 
$16 billion and $18billion. 
Key farm-state senators al­ 
ready have announced strong 
opposition to the omnibus bill 
that was approved, 221 to 172, 
by the House Thursday night 
after three days ofargument. 


The measure, one of the most 
comprehensive farm bills ever 
handled by Congress, deals with 
what one member described as 
"everything eatable, wearable 
and smokeable." Its production- 
control and price-support sec­ 
tions 
include 
program s for 
wheat, feed grains, cotton, wool 
and dairying.

Even in this jaundiced age the successful 
odyssey of Robert Manry, the solo sailor, 
deserves an orchid. 
The people of Falmouth, England, are giving 
him a warm welcome. His intrepid feat of 
sailing the smallest board eastward across the 
Atlantic has captured the imagination of the 
usually impassive British. 
When he returns to this country, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson should personally greet 
him and give him an award of some kind in 
recognition of his achievement. He has rewarded 
many less worthy than Manry. 
People in Cleveland, Ohio, are ecstatic about 
Manry’s accomplishment, sailing the 13 1/2- 
foot sloop Tinkerbelle across the Atlantic in 
78 days. 
Congress has caught the fever. A resolution 
has been introduced there to place the tiny 
boat in the Smithsonian Institution alongside 
another first-across-the Atlantic craft, Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s plane, the Spirit of St. Louis. 
The Manry adventure is astonishing. He comes 
not from an American coastal area from a long 
line of seafaring men but from interior Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, in the Middle West. All the good 
people in America’s heartland can claim the 
new hero as one of their own. 
However, Manry is no foreigner to water. He 
has done a lot of sailing on Lake Erie and 
not only is an expert sailor but a highly talented 
carpenter, able to repair on the spot almost 
anything that goes wrong with a boat. 
His choice of occupation makes him the most 
unlikely person to undertake an adventure on 
the high seas, requiring courage, self reliance, 
skill and muscle although it does involve in­ 
telligence. 
Manry is a copy editor on the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. A more thoroughly inside, sedentary 
occupation can’t be imagined. 
Perhaps while pushing a pencil, editing re­ 
porters’ copy, he dreamed of exerting himself 
outside, sailing his own boat across the broad 
Atlantic. 
His work would contribute little to the skills 
and energy needed in that task but he may 
have chosen sailing as a hobby because it was 
so different from editing copy. 
Whatever induced him to undertake an adventure 
so far removed from his prosaic, daily life, 
he did it with great determination and in the 
best traditions of seafaring men. 
The spirit of adventure is not dead in this 
fcountry.

RIOT REVIVAL 
The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. will go 
to Los Angeles in the next few days to “ see 
what 
can be done to restore order and instill 
a nonviolent approach.” 
THE RIOTS in Los Angeles can scarcely be 
viewed as civil rights demonstrations, just as 
the unruly outbreaks in the streets of other 
Northern cities last summer were in no sense 
demonstrations for Negro rights. Indeed, Police 
Chief William H. 
Park has angered Negro 
leaders, chiefly churchmen, by saying they 
turned out to be men who could not lead. 
Last summer leaders of the rights movement 
sought to quell street violence, usually with 
little success. Now the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., president of the Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference, says he wants to establish the 
nonviolent approach in Los Angeles. Like the 
local leaders, King counters police criticism 
with complaints against overreaction. “ There 
are ways of restoring order without shooting 
and killing people,” King says. 
Negro frustrations unquestionably imperil non­ 
violent tactics North or South. The Rev. A. T. 
Days, who heads the civil rights movement in 
Greensboro, Ala., the scene of much turbulence, 
probably spoke the Negro mind last month when 
he said: “The nonviolent appeal is being played 
out and they are not going to keep taking it.” 
MARTIN LUTHER KING announced last month 
plans to expand the work of his Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference to problem 
areas of Northern cities. He planned to move 
into four or five major cities to work on such 
problems as voter registration, opening up of 
job opportunities, police brutality, and slum 
clearance in addition to de facto school segrega­ 
tion. 
King’s activities are further evidence of an 
accelerated drive to awaken depressed urban 
Negroes, 
especially in the North, to the 
potentialities of their political strength and 
to help them organize basic units of political 
action. It is this movement which has encouraged 
the proliferation of local protest groups and 
has intensified rivalry among the main civil 
rights organizations. 
James Farmer, national director of the Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality (CORE), disclosed on 
July 3 that his group was planning to open 
store-front centers in Negro communities in 
both North and South to use as bases for 
“ awakening the Negro ghettos” and mobilizing 
them into a force for political and community 
action. Fund-raising campaigns were to be 
launched to finance establishing and staffing 


“ is power, political power.” 
A new group, Organization for Black Power, 
drew up plans in Chicago over the Fourth 
of July weekend to mobilize the Negro “balance 
of power” in large cities. Jesse Gray, who led 
the Harlem rent strikes in 1963, was elected 
chairman. 
“ RIOTING,” said Earl Brown, chairman of the 
Newr York City Commission on Human Rights 
on Aug. 
1, 
“ is not a common occurrence. 
It’s an abnormality in our social order.” The 
commissioner said that the work of his com­ 
mission, other city programs, the antipoverty 
program, and efforts of the Board of Education 
had combined to “ lessen and ease tension” in 
New York. 
If rioting is an abnormality, it is also a form 
of communication. The Volksblatt of Vienna 
observed of the California riots that they were 
“ not the reaction to a new freedom which now 
is at least laid down on paper, but they are 
obviously the tragic expression of social in­ 
sufficiencies.” Negro leaders can be expected 
to attempt to use the bloc voting pow er of their 
followers to resolve those insufficiencies.

In Washington, D. C., the busi­ 
ness of government is thriving. 
New residents arrive daily and 
the ‘*war b abies" of W’WII are 
getting m arried and producing 
m ore. Thus, the daily tide of 
vehicular traffic continues to 
rise. 
Today, according to the city's 
Joint 
Com mittee on 
Trans­ 
portation, some three millior 
trips contribute to the traffh 
snarl of the morning rush hour, 
and by 1980, the figure is ex­ 
pected to reach six million! 
Thus, the Com mittee, recently 
formed by four leading busi­ 
ness - civic 
organizations, 
the

Committee, hails HR 8929, a bill 
proposed by North C arolina's 
Rep.

After decades of discussion of 
a subway system for the Na­ 
tion's Capital, this legislation 
could actually make it a reality, 
and provide the vital link in a 
balanced transportation system 
that would m eet the tw ice-a- 
day rush-hour crises and serve 
downtown W ashington's shops, 
restaurants, theaters and hotels 
around the clock. 
In its endorsem ent of 
the 
W hitener Bill, the Committee 


notes that Government

burden a m ore elaborate plan 
would have imposed on Federal 
and local taxpayers.

W estern World’s Tiniest Na­ 
tion Fights Off C astro’s Under­ 
ground. 
San Salvador, El Salvador: — 
This mountainous land of dead 
volcanoes and lively politics in 
all 
their 
grandeur is the 
W estern 
Hemisphere’s sm al­ 
lest mainland nation — but Fidel 
C astro is known to drool over 
it. 
For Cuba, this country would 
be a terrific prize. It would give 
Havana an outlet on the Pacific 
so Castro could run a Commu­ 
nist infiltration network south­ 
ward along the curving coast­ 
line still immune to him. 
But 
neither he nor his Mos- 
covite allies are going to take 
El Salvador, despite a small 
but tough and intricate under­ 
ground. Salvadoran leaders are 
too dedicated to freedom and the 
U. S. to allow them selves to be 
taken. 
And that is good. The Com­ 
munists of the world may not 
be united but they all are at­ 
tempting to make the tiny na­ 
tions the war fronts of 
the 
world. 


El Salvador won’t be taken 
because of men such as P resi­ 
dent Julio Rivera. He prac­ 
tices 
what 
he 
preaches 
— 
egalitarianism . When he wants 
to dash to another city he gets 
on his American-made motor­ 
cycle and rides there alone. If 
some of his cabinet people must 
go along, they too mount cycles. 
He drives his own car. He goes 
out to the ball game in his 
shirt sleeves, eats hot dogs 
and scream s at the players 
along with the rest. 
Let this not give you any 
wrong im pression. This is not 
a comic opera land. You can 
tell that immediately from the 
swift inflow of heavy German 
and Japanese investm ents. You 
see it readily during a visit 
with President Rivera in the 
Presidencia. 
In his m arble- 
floored spartan office, he talks 
with the swiftness of an erudite 
economist though he is an arm y 
colonel who made it the demo­ 
cratic way. 
President Rivera is one of the 
few Latin statesm en who does 
not cuss out the UJS. in public. 
When we were together he spoke 
of 
the 
W estern Hemisphere 
being a single family with some 
older brothers and some like 
El Salvador being younger and 
less 
affluent. And 
older or 
younger, bigger or sm aller, 
brothers always need each oth­ 
er. 
Through it all there is warmth 
for 
our 
country 
which 
is 
heartening 
after 
a 
journey 
through Latin A m erica. And it 
all springs from the day 150 
years ago when the Salvadorans 
sent a mission to Washington to 
ask that this land be perm itted 
to become one of the 
United 
States. 
You find pro-U-S. sentiment 
far and wide outside the P res­ 
idencia. I have just talked with 
an industrialist worth upwards 
of forty million dollars. He is 
about to attend an American 
university 
for 
a sem ester, 
though he is in his fifties, so he 
can learn the ways of Am eri­ 
can production techniques and 
study U. S. labor-management 
relations. 


On the other side, Salvadoran 
labor leaders have told me with 
sophisticated pride of their stu- 
dies in the U £ .a t the training 
school operated in Washington 
by the joint labor - management 
organization 
known 
as 
the 
American Institute for Free 
Labor Development. But despite 
the sentiment on all sides, it 
will take energy to stay free. 
As recently as Oct. 1960, the 
Commuunists had a powerful 
hand in the overthrow of the gov. 
ernm ent. This they did by sup­ 
plying 
the 
power 
from the 
unions they controlled to some­ 
thing called the “ R.P.A.M .” —— 
. the Revoluionary Party of April 
and May. 
This Soviet • C astro — “ in­ 
dependent” combine ruled for 
some three months. Then they 
were overthrown by 
demo­ 
cratic forces. F ree elections 
were held. 
Strong anti • subversive laws 
w ere passed. El Salvador joined 
in 
the 
special 
American 
permanent “ conference” which 
m eets regularly to develop and 
implement strategy for the fight 
against the underground. 
President Rivera 
spoke of 
the work of his M inister 
of 
Interior on this front — the ef­ 
fort to halt the flow of Central 
American 
Com munists 
to 
Communists 
countries 
for 
training 
in 
subversive tech­ 
niques. 
Recently 
three 
Communist 
agents were a rrested . But the 
President 
explained Commu­

ty rs. So they lose their appeal. 
Thus 
El Salvador is the only 
country where the Communist 
students a re swiftly losing elec­ 
tions - and therefore power 
— in the national University. 
But the Communist unionists 
never 
give up. They 
have 
organized a super high com­ 
mand though the Communist 
party is illegal. 
They always have money.And 
it is fascinating to see them, in 
this corner of the world, adopt 
the sam e strategy they used to 
capture so successfully some 
m ajor unions in the UJS. back 
in the thirties. 
Since their short-lived revolu­ 
tion the Communists have been 
working through a front organi­ 
zation called the Trade Union 
Unity Com mittee. Thus they are 
able to get independent unions 
to join with them in a series of 
causes. 
Not all of the independent are 
Communists. Not all a re fully 
controlled. But the Committee 
is able to issue statem ents. And, 
significantly, the larg est inde­ 
pendent union in the land, the 
railway w orkers, is in the Unity 
front. 
Somehow the Communists al­ 
ways 
manage 
to gain 
new 
strength from old defeats. They 
keep hammering at our friends. 
When our allies in the El 
Salvadors of the world look 
to “ we, the people “ of the 
UJS., they often find us look­ 
ing elsewhere, watching outer 
space, instead of worrying about 
those on earth seeking to be­ 
friend us. Giving them some 
money 
through U. S. AID is 
fine. But they a re a sophisti­ 
cated people here. They want 
equality and fraternity in the 
family of nations.

actual role of judges in 
our 
federal 
courts 
today 
came 
recently from a Congressman 
from New York City. “ A federal 
judge,” he said, “ should not 
just accept the law. He should 
mold it, develop it, create it.” 
This 
has 
been 
the 
actual 
philosophy 
of 
the 
most 
influential 
federal 
judges, 
particularly 
those 
on 
the 
Supreme Court, for a genera­ 
tion. 
Rarely have they spelled 
it out in so many words. The 
Congressman, unversed in the 
subtleties of legal language, 
blurted out the real truth. 
If federal judges “ mold” and 
“ create” law, it is very dif­ 
ficult to see any meaningful 
difference 
between 
their ac­ 
tivities and the preparation and 
formal passage of laws which 
our Federal Constitution and 
every state constitution assigns 
as the prime duty of an elected 


legislature. Federal judges are 
not elected, nor can they be 
discharged from the office to 
which they are appointed for 
life by any means short 
of 
impeachment. 
It passes the understanding of 
any reasonable man how the 
creation of law by an appointed 
official holding his office for 
life can be considered a part of 
the democratic process. 
It is 
just not possible for us to have, 
in Abraham Lincoln's deathless 
words, 
“ government 
of 
the 
people, by the people, and for 
the people” if laws are to be 
made 
by 
appointed officials 
holding office for life. 
The true duty of a court is to 
accept the law as it stands and 
interpret it in the light of the 
special curcumstances of par­ 
ticular cases. Beyond that, the 
court 
becomes 
an enemy of 
liberty. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Inside Labor 


WASHINGTON — Pat Brown, 
whom ex-Gov. Earl 
Warren, 
now chief justice, calls the 
best governor California ever 
had, found himself in the middle 
of a Greek political maelstrom 
last week. 
Li Athens, attending the A HE PA 
Convention 
of Americans 
of 
Greek descent, Gov. Brown was 
. advised by the American em ­ 
bassy not to visit the king 
and queen for fear it would put 
the United States on the side 
of the royalists. Then he was 
advised not to call on Andreas 
Papandreou, son of the ex­ 
prime 
minister and 
former 
economics professor at the Uni­ 
versity of California, for fear 
It would put him on the side 
of the anit-royalists. 
So Brown decided to go off on 
a 
cruise through the island- 
studded Aegean, one of the most 
beautiful and romantic seas in 
the world. 
He was about to board the ship 
k when he got a long distance 
phone call that the largest city 
in his state was torn by riots, 
hate and fire. 
Brown 
flew home. 
What 
awaited him and what he im­ 
mediately did about it has been 
on the front page of every 
newspaper. 
Not on the front pages are less 
* publicized questions and unpub­ 
licized 
thoughts that 
went 
through the mind of the Gover­ 
nor as he returned to a holo­ 
caust of rubble and ruins not 
unlike the aftermath in London 
when the Nazis struck, or Ber­ 
lin after Allied armies finished 
their demolition. 
NO THANKS FROM NEGROES 
Pat Brown, like his 
friend 
Lyndon Johnson in the White 
House, 
has always been the 
champion of the Negro. He has 
fought for Integration, equal job 
opportunity, and he lost votes 
for the Democratic party and 
helped elect a right-wing Re­ 
publican to the Senate last year 
when he opposed Proposition 14 
which permitted housing d is­ 
crimination 
against Negroes. 
Brown knew he was taking the 
unpopular stand, yet he went 
down the line for the Negro, 
as 
did Pierre Salinger, 
the 
Democrat who got defeated, be­ 
cause he thought discrimination 
was wrong. 
Yet last week, while the Gov­ 
ernor was a long way from home 
trying to enjoy a vacation, the 
Negroes of Los Angeles stabbed 
him In the back politically by 
unleashing the worst spasm of 
hate California had ever seen. 
In doing so, they strengthened 
the right wing which put over 
Proposition 14, and may have 
defeated Brown's chance of re- 
election. 
They also strengthened the 
right wing and segregationists 
all over the United States and 
weakened materially the man in 
the White House, who as a Sen­ 
ator passed two civil 
rights 
laws, and as President 
ap­ 
pointed more Negroes to high 
position than any other man 
in history, has tried to remedy 
poverty, Negro illiteracy and 
Negro unemployment, and who 
only last week signed into law 
the most important Negro voting 
rights law since Abraham Lin­ 
coln signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 
Yet because the Negroes of 
Los Angeles, Chicago, and to a 
le sser 
extent, 
Springfield, 
M ass., voted their vengeance 
against the white man, millions 
of white men--and they are in 
great majority—vowed to vote 
against the President and Gov­ 
ernor Brown of California who 
championed the Negro. 
These, I know, were some of 
the thoughts going through the 
mind of the President, trying to 
rest on his Texas ranch, and 
the mind of the Governor as 
he flew home from trying to 
rest in Greece. 
Unfortunately, during crises 
like these, people don't rea­ 
son. The white man doesn’t 
reason that 60 per cent of 
the people in Watts, the riot- 
torn part of Los Angeles, were 
on relief, that unemployment of 
Negro youths is the highest 
in the nation, and that 30 per 
cent of the children in Watts 
come from broken homes. 
And the Negroes who drove at 
breakneck speed into 
police 
lines and screamed hate and 
shot 
from 
roof-tops 
and 
smashed windows and set fire 
to millions of dollars worth of 
property did not realize they 
were hurting them selves more 
than they were hurting the white 
man.

The more stores they burned, 
the 
less Negro 
employment 
after the terror was over. And 
the more hate they spread, the 
harder they made it for Pat 
Brown and Lyndon Johnson to 
get 
more money for 
Negro 
schools, better housing laws, 
more anti-poverty legislation, 
more job training and more 
Jobs. 
The circle from the rubble- 
studded smoking community of 
Watts to Sacramento and Wash­ 
ington is short and can be 
vicious. R reacts Immediately 
--in the California legislature 
and in the Congress. Already 
Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina has been telling the 
world that when you try to help 
the Negro he turns on you. 
Already a lot of people be­ 
lieve him. 
However, out of the ashes of 
great tragedies, great achieve­ 
ments 
sometimes 
grow. 
Whether out of the ashes of 
Watts can flower better under­ 
standing will depend largely on 
Negro leaders and whether they, 
like Dick Gregory, will have 
the courage to stand up and re­ 
mind their people that the 70- 
year-old mother of the Gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts went to 
jail for them, and thousands of 
white students risked their lives 
for them in M ississippi and 
Alabama, 
and that the Vice 
President of the United States 
was almost kicked out of the 
1948 Democratic convention for 
championing them, and that the 
President of the United States 
has passed more legislation 
for them than any other presi­ 
dent since Abraham Lincoln. 
No white man can do this 
reminding. White men can sup­ 
ply the food, help find jobs, 
furnish legal defense. But it 
will be up to the Negro leaders 
to heal the wounds 
and show 
their “ blood brothers” that if 
they nurture understanding in­ 
stead of hate, 200 years of 
second class citizenship may be 
v ’ry near its end. 
HOT DRY TREK FOR UDALL 
Two important conclusions d e­ 
veloped when Secretary of the 
Interior Stewart Udall took his 
divining 
rod 
through 
the 
drought-stricken East in quest 
of water. He found no water but 
he did find: 
1. It is not going to be easy 
for New York, one of the most 
profligate cities in the world 
not only with wine but with 
water, to adjust itself to the 
economy of Is real where peo­ 
ple use water from the baby's 
bath to wash the front porch, 
then use it a third time to water 
the flowers. 
2. The big cities of the East, 
which have seen millions voted 
for reclamation projects in the 
far West, expect Uncle Sam to 
come up with the dough to 
alleviate their water shortages. 
As Mayor Hugh Addonlzio of 
Newark, N. J., put it bluntly 
to Udall: “ We want to know 
when we can get the money and 
how much we can get.” 
“ I didn't bring the Director of 
the Budget or my checkbook with 
m e,” answered the Secretary of 
the Interior. 
When Udall, in turn, asked 
them to plug their water leaks 
and wanted to know why they had 
postponed planning new water 
resources for so long, they 
were not at all sympathetic. In 
fact, 
Water 
Commissioner 
Armand D’Angelo of New York 
got so huffy that Sen. Bobby 
Kennedy, who dropped in for 
the hearings, asked him to sm ile 
a little. 
Commissioner D’ ­ 
Angelo 
bared his 
glistening 
molars but a minute later was 
snarling at Udall again. 
PHILADELPHIA VS. 
NEW YORK 
What griped New York City 
most was Udall's caustic r e ­ 
mark about New York's inef­ 
ficient water system . Earlier, 
he 
had visited 
Philadelphia, 
where he announced, after a 
closed-door session, that the 
City of Brotherly Love was a 
model of effective water con­ 
servation. He said he was esp e­ 
cially Impressed by the sm all, 
1 per cent leakage. 
“ One thing stands out,” said 
the Secretary 
of 
Interior, 
“ Philadelphia has put its water 
system to the best possible 
u se.” 
Though water is not supposed 
to be a secret commodity which 
affects the security 
of the 
nation, Philadelphia’s and Cam­ 
den’s water meeting with Udall 
was held behind closed doors. 
The press was barred as tight­ 
ly as if it had been one of 


President Johnson's 
National 
Security Council meetings on 
Viet Nam. 
New York and Newark had less 
water ,but more freedom of in­ 
formation. 
Both Philadelphia and Camden 
were worried about New York 
City's proposed Intake on Sep­ 
tember 10 of 200,000 gallons 
of water dally from the upper 
Delaware, which would bring 
salt water surging up from the 
sea beyond Philadelphia's in­ 
take of fresh water from the 
lower Delaware at Torresdale, 
and would also probably seep 
salt into Camden’s 35 wells 
alongside the Delaware River. 
Nothing which Mayor Wagner 
and Commissioner D’Angelo of 
New York said the next day al­ 
leviated that worry. New York 
City, when the Supreme Court 
decree 
expires on September 
10, seem s certain to begin using 
the upper Delaware again. Phil? 
adelphia and Camden will have 
to drink_ salt water as far as 
New York is concerned. 


NO WATER PLAN 
It was at that remark that 
Udall, who has spent a life­ 
time conserving water in Ari­ 
zona, began to 
ask searching^ 
questions about water in north­ 
ern New Jersey and Manhattan. 
He asked Commissioner Robert 
Roe of Newark why no one in ' 
northern Jersey had the fore­ 
sight to prevent the area’s water 
plight 
by building a 
bigger 
reservoir. 
Roe replied that bond issues 
had 
been proposed 
to build 
ample reservoirs, but each time 
the voters turned them down. 
In an area with 40 inches of 
annual rain in the past, they' 
couldn't envision the possibility 
of a water shortage. Newark 
now has 88 days supply of 
water left before the taps run 
dry. Udall asked why Newark 
had not considered cutting off 
water for a few hours each 
day. 
“ It would make people realize 
the importance of water sav­ 
ing,” he said. 
But Jersey officials said that 
would endanger fire prevention, 
since fire hydrants are con­ 
nected with the rest of the city's 
supply. No one mentioned the 
fact that Ballantine Brewery is 
one of the biggest water users, 
and that some Newark citizens 
believe that water for all is 
more important than beer for 
a few. 
Mayor Addonlzio had been sit­ 
ting placidly without comment. 
Finally he stood up and said that 
money was needed for drilling 
wells, laying pipes and increas­ 
ing reservoir space. He re­ 
peated his previous question: 
“ When do we get the money 
and how much?” 
Udall, who once served in the 
House of Representatives with 
Addonlzio when Congress voted 
approximately $1 billion for 
development of the upper Colo­ 
rado 
River, gave 
him no 
answer. 
LEAKIEST WATERSYSTEM 
But it was at New York that 
the water sparring really got 
rough. There Water Commis­ 
sioner 
D'Angelo 
sat 
with 
clenched teeth under Udall’s 
nose while the Secretary of the 
Interior charged New Yorkwith 
having the “leakiest and most 
loosely managed” water system 
in the nation. 
“ No one expects you to be 
responsible 
for every leak,” 
said Udall, “ but I think we do 
have to be concerned.” Ear­ 
lier, Commissioner D’Angelo 
had claimed that New York had 
been “ indicted” before it could 
be heard. Now he replied with 
heat that New York had 6,000 
m iles 
of underground 
water 
mains, 50 well-trained men with 
modern gadgets to search for 
leaks, and that New York lost 
only 2 to 3 per cent through 
leakage, or only 25 to 30 m il­ 
lion gallons a day. That same 
day, 
much 
to 
I/Angelo’s 
chagrin, a leak of one m il­ 
lion gallons a day was dis­ 
covered on Staten island which 
had been going on for one solid 
year. 
“ We are walking on the brink 
of disaster," Secretary Udall 
said in summarizing the hear­ 
ing. 
Note: The New York meeting 
was held in the Board of E sti­ 
mate Chamber of City Hall, 
where the temperature, thanks 
to air cooling, which has since 
been limited, was too cool to 
be comfortable. 
But perhaps 
that was necessary to keep 
tempers 
from flaming even 
more than they did.

Even in this jaundiced age the successful 
odyssey of Robert Maury, the solo sailor, 
deserves an orchid. 
The people of Falmouth, England, are giving 
him a warm welcome. His intrepid feat of 
sailing the smallest board eastward across the 
Atlantic has captured the imagination of the 
usually impassive British, 
When he returns to this country, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson should personally greet 
him and give him an award of some kind in 
recognition of his achievement. He has rewarded 
many less worthy than Manry. 
People in Cleveland, Ohio, are ecstatic about 
Manry’s accomplishment, sailing the 13 1/2- 
foot sloop Tinkerbelle across the Atlantic in 
78 days. 
Congress has caught the fever. A resolution 
has been introduced there to place the tiny 
boat in the Smithsonian Institution alongside 
another first-across-the Atlantic craft, Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s plane, the Spirit of St. Louis. 
The Manry adventure is astonishing. He comes 
not from an American coastal area from a long 
line of seafaring men but from interior Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, in the Middle West. All the good 
people in America’s heartland can claim the 
new hero as one of their own. 
However, Manry is no foreigner to water. He 
has done a lot of sailing on Lake Erie and 
not only is an expert sailor but a highly talented 
carpenter, able to repair on the spot almost 
anything that goes wrong with a boat, 
His choice of occupation makes him the most 
unlikely person to undertake an adventure on 
the high seas, requiring courage, self reliance, 
skill and muscle although it does involve in­ 
telligence. 
Manry is a copy editor on the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. A more thoroughly inside, sedentary 
occupation can’t be imagined. 
Perhaps while pushing a pencil, editing re ­ 
p o rte rs’ copy, he dreamed of exerting himself 
outside, sailing his own boat across the broad 
Atlantic. 
His work would contribute little to the skills 
and energy needed in that task but he may 
have chosen sailing as a hobby because it was 
so different from editing copy. 
Whatever induced him to undertake an adventure 
so far removed from his prosaic, daily life, 
he did it with great determination and in the 
best traditions of seafaring men. 
The spirit of adventure is not dead in this

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RIOT REVIVAL 
The Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. will go 
to Los Angeles in the next fewr days to “ see 
what 
can be done to restore order and instill 
a nonviolent approach.” 
THE RIOTS in Los Angeles can scarcely be 
viewed as civil rights demonstrations, just as 
the unruly outbreaks in the streets of other 
Northern cities last summer were in no sense 
demonstrations for Negro rights. Indeed, Police 
Chief William H. 
Park has angered Negro 
leaders, chiefly churchmen, by saying they 
turned out to be men who could not lead. 
Last summer leaders of the rights movement 
sought to quell street violence, usually with 
little success. Now the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., president of the Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference, says he wants to establish the 
nonviolent approach in Los Angeles. Like the 
local leaders, King counters police criticism 
with complaints against overreaction. “ There 
are ways of restoring order without shooting 
and killing people,” King says. 
Negro frustrations unquestionably imperil non­ 
violent tactics North or South. The Rev. A. T. 
Days, who heads the civil rights movement in 
Greensboro, Ala., the scene of much turbulence, 
probably spoke the Negro mind last month when 
he said: “ The nonviolent appeal is being played 
out and they are not going to keep taking it.” 
MARTIN LUTHER KING announced last month 
plans to expand the work of his Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference to problem 
areas of Northern cities. He planned to move 
into four or five major cities to work on such 
problems as voter registration, opening up of 
job opportunities, police brutality, and slum 
clearance in addition to de facto school segrega­ 
tion. 
King’s activities are further evidence of an 
accelerated drive to awaken depressed urban 
Negroes, 
especially in the North, to the 
potentialities of their political strength and 
to help them organize basic units of political 
action. It is this movement which has encouraged 
the proliferation of local protest groups and 
has intensified rivalry among the main civil 
rights organizations. 
James Farm er, national director of the Con­ 
gress of Racial Equality (CORE), disclosed on 
July 3 that his group was planning to open 
store-front centers in Negro communities in 
both North and South to use as bases for 
“ awakening the Negro ghettos” and mobilizing 
them into a force for political and community 
action. Fund-raising campaigns were to be 
^ launched to finance establishing and staffing 
of the Gunter s. “ Our goal now,” Farm er said, 
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“ is power, political power.” 
A new group, Organization for Black Power, 
drew up plans in Chicago over the Fourth 
of July weekend to mobilize the Negro “ balance 
of power” in large cities. Jesse Gray, who led 
the Harlem rent strikes in 1963, was elected 
chairman. 
“ RIOTING,” said Earl Brown, chairman of the 
New York City Commission on Human Rights 
on Aug. 
I, 
“ is not a common occurrence. 
It’s an abnormality in our social o rd er.” The 
commissioner said that the work of his com­ 
mission, other city programs, the antipoverty 
program, and efforts of the Board of Education 
had combined to “ lessen and ease tension” in 
New York. 
If rioting is an abnormality, it is also a form 
of communication. The Yolksblatt of Vienna 
observed of the California riots that they were 
“ not the reaction to a new freedom which now 
is at least laid down on paper, but they are 
obviously the tragic expression of social in­ 
sufficiencies.” Negro leaders can be expected 
to attempt to use the bloc voting power of their 
followers to resolve those insufficiencies.

In Washington, D. C., the busi­ 
ness of government is thriving. 
New residents arrive dailv and 
the ••war babies" of wwn are 
getting married and producing 
more. Thus, the daily tide of 
vehicular traffic continues to 
rise. 
Today, according to the city's 
Joint 
Committee on 
T rans­ 
portation, some three millior 
trips contribute to the trafffr 
snarl of tho morning rushhour, 
and by 1980, the figure is ex­ 
pected to reach six million! 
Thus, the Committee, recently 
formed by four leading busi­ 
ness - civic 
organizations, 
the 
Metropolitan 
Washington 
Board of Tradt, the Federal 
City Council, the Washington 
Board of Realtors, Inc., and the 
National 
Capital 
Downtown 
Committee, hails HR 8929, a bill 
proposed by North Carolina’s 
Rep. Basil L. Whitener to take 
traffic off the surface by means 
of a downtown rail subway sys­ 
tem coordinated with feeder bus 
lines and freeways. 
After decades of discussion oi 
a subway system for the Na­ 
tion's Capital, this legislation 
could actually make it a reality, 
and provide the vital link in a 
balanced transportation system 
that would meet the twice-a- 
day rush-hour crises and serve 
downtown Washington’s shops, 
restaurants, theaters and hotels 
around the clock. 
In its endorsement of 
the 
Whitener Bill, the Committee 


notes that Government 
fore­ 
cast'' indicate that all of the 
operating c o sts and most of the 
capital investment would lie met 
by revenue from users of the 
system, 
thus lessening 
the 
burden a more elaborate plan 
would have imposed on Federal 
and local taxpayers. And while 
it is designed to serve 80 p er­ 
cent of the downtown employ­

centers projected 
for 
1980, tile flexibility of the sys­ 
tem allows for orderly expan­ 
sion as need arises. 
Passage of 
HR 8929 
is es­ 
sential to the safety, efficiency 
and comfort of the National 
Captial, 
and to its continued 
attractiveness. It is likewise 
important to the nation 
at 
large in setting an example in 
balanced, 
free-flowing urban 
transportation. No one can esti­ 
mate the cost of trafiic jams- 
eitber 
in lost dollars or dis­ 
sipated nervous energy.

indif­ 
ferent to the medical needs of 
the aged localise it opposes the 
Medicare scheme for providing 
various 
medical benefits 
to 
everyone drawing social se­ 
curity payments, whether they 
want or need the benefits. 
The truth is that medicine is_ 
vitally concerned with im prov-‘ 
lug medical care for elderly 
people—and all other groups as 
well. But it seeks 
this 
end 
through means that will get 
maximum results at minimum 
cost in money and other re­ 
sources—and that will not sub­ 
ject 
doctors, patients, 
and 
others concerned to political 
controls that would inevitably 
become more stringent, and re­ 
sult in lower standards of care. 
As an example, the American 
Medical 
Association 
has 
postulated, and is following a 
positive program for the aged. 
It 
urges contributed 
imple­ 
mentation and expansion of the 
Kerr-M ills 
programs, which 
provide government aid, under 
a 
workable federal-state sys­ 
tem, for those who actually need 
it; amendments to the income 
tax laws to permit taxpayers 
to deduct all medical payments 
for over-65 dependents; con­ 
tinued expansion and improve­ 
ment of health insurance and 
prepayment plans, and so on. 
Other facets of the program 
have to do with such critical

Western World's Tiniest Na­ 
tion Fights Off Castro's Under­ 
ground. 
San Salvador, El Salvador: — 
This mountainous land of dead 
volcanoes and lively politics in 
all 
their 
grandeur is the 
Western 
Hemisphere's smal­ 
lest mainland nation — but Fidel 
Castro is known to drool over 
it. 
For Cuba, this country would 
be a terrific prize. It would give 
Havana an outlet on the Pacific 
so Castro could run a Commu­ 
nist infiltration network south­ 
ward along the curving coast­ 
line still immune to him. 
But 
neither he nor his Mos- 
covite allies are going to take 
El Salvador, despite a small 
but tough and intricate under­ 
ground. Salvadoran leaders are 
too dedicated to freedom and the 
U. S. to allow themselves to be 
taken. 
And that is good. The Com­ 
munists of the world may not 
be united but they all are at­ 
tempting to make the tiny na­ 
tions tile war fronts of 
the 
world. 


El Salvador won't be taken 
because of men such as P resi­ 
dent Julio Rivera. He prac­ 
tices 
what 
he 
preaches 
— 
egalitarianism. When he wants 
to dash to another city he gets 
on his American-made motor­ 
cycle and rides there alone. If 
some of liis cabinet people must 
go along, they too mount cycles. 
He drives his own car. He goes 
out to the ball game in his 
shirt sleeves, eats hot dogs 
and scream s at the players 
along with the rest. 
Let this not give you any 
wrong impression. This is not 
a comic opera land. You can 
tell that immediately from the 
swift inflow of heavy German 
and Japanese investments. You 
see it readily during a visit 
with President Rivera in the 
Presidencia. 
In his marble- 
floored spartan office, he talks 
with the swiftness of an erudite 
economist though he is an army 
colonel who made it the demo­ 
cratic way. 
President Rivera is one of the 
few Latin statesmen who does 
not cuss out the UJi. in public. 
When we were together he spoke 
of 
the 
Western Hemisphere 
being a single family with some 
older brothers and some like 
El Salvador being younger and 
less 
affluent. And 
older or 
younger, bigger or sm aller, 
brothers always need each oth­ 
er. 
Through it all there is warmth 
for 
our 
country 
which 
is 
heartening 
after 
a 
journey 
through Latin America. And it 
all springs from the day 150 
years ago when the Salvadorans 
sent a mission to Washington to 
ask that tins land be permitted 
to become one of the 
United 
States. 
You find pro-UJJ. sentiment 
far and wide outside the P res­ 
idencia. I have just talked with 
an industrialist worth upwards 
of forty million dollars. He is 
about to attend an American 
university 
for 
a semester, 
thougli he is in his fifties, so he 
can learn the ways of Ameri­ 
can production techniques and 
study U. S. labor-management 
relations. 


On the other side, Salvadoran 
labor leaders have told me with 
sophisticated pride of their stu­ 
dies in the UjS. at the training 
school operated in Washington 
by the joint labor - management 
organization 
known 
as 
the 
American Institute for 
Free 
Labor Development. But despite 
the sentiment on all sides, it 
will take energy to stay free. 
As recently as Oct. 1960, the 
Commuunists had a powerful 
hand in the overthrow of Hie gov­ 
ernment. Ti.is they did by sup­ 
plying 
the 
power 
from the 
unions they controlled to some­ 
thing called the “ R.P.A.M ." — 
the Revoluionary Party of April 
and May. 
This Soviet • Castro — “ in­ 
dependent" combine ruled for 
some three months. Then they 
were overthrown by 
demo­ 
cratic forces. Free elections 
were held. 
Strong anti • subversive laws 
were passed. El Salvador joined 
in 
the 
special 
American 
permanent “ conference" which 
meets regularly to develop and 
implement strategy for the fight 
against the underground. 
President Rivera 
spoke of 
the work of his Minister 
of 
Interior on this front — the ef­ 
fort to halt the flow of Central 
American 
Communists 
to 
Communists 
countries 
for 
training 
in 
subversive tech­ 
niques. 
Recently 
three 
Communist 
agents were arrested. But the 
President 
explained Commu­ 
nists are not turned into m ar-, 
tyrs. So they lose their appeal. 
Thus 
El Salvador is the only 
country where the Communist 
students are swiftly losing elec­ 
tions - and therefore power 
— in the national University. 
But the Communist unionists 
never 
give up. They 
have 
organized a super high com­ 
mand though the Communist 
party is illegal. 
They always have money.And 
it is fascinating to see them, in 
this corner of the world, adopt 
the same strategy they used to 
capture so successfully some 
major unions in the u i i . back 
in the thirties. 
Since their short-lived revolu­ 
tion the Communists have been 
working through a front organi­ 
zation called the Trade Union 
Unity Committee. Thus they are 
able to get independent unions 
to join with them in a series of 
causes. 
Not all of the independent are 
Communists. Not all a re fully 
controlled. But the Committee 
is able to issue statements. And, 
significantly, the largest inde­ 
pendent union in the land, the 
railway workers, is in the Unity 
front. 
Somehow the Communists al­ 
ways 
manage 
to gain 
new 
strength from old defeats. They 
keep hammering at our friends. 
When our allies in the El 
Salvadors of the world look 
to “ we, the people “ of the 
UJS., they often find us look­ 
ing elsewhere, watching outer 
space, instead of worrying about 
those on earth seeking to be­ 
friend us. Giving them some 
money 
through U. S. AID is 
fine. But they are a sophisti­ 
cated people here. They want 
equality and fraternity in the 
family of nations.

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FEDERAL JUDGES 
“ CREATE” LAW 
One of the boldest and most 
revealing statements about the 


actual role of Judges in 
our 
federal 
courts 
today 
came 
recently from a Congressman 
from New York City. “ A federal 
Judge,” he said, “ should not 
Just accept the law. He should 
mold it, develop It, create It.” 
This 
has 
been 
the 
actual 
philosophy 
of 
the 
most 
influential 
federal 
Judges, 
particularly 
those 
on 
the 
Supreme Court, for a genera­ 
tion. 
Rarely have they spelled 
it out in so many words. The 
Congressman, unversed in the 
subtleties of legal language, 
blurted out the real truth. 
If federal Judges “ mold” and 
“ create” law, it is very dif­ 
ficult to see any meaningful 
difference 
between 
their ac­ 
tivities and the preparation and 
formal passage of laws which 
our Federal Constitution and 
every state constitution assigns 
as the prime duty of an elected 


legislature. Federal Judges are 
not elected, nor cml they be 
discharged from the office to 
which they are appointed for 
life by any means short 
of 
impeachment. 
It passes the understanding of 
any reasonable man how the 
creation of law by an appointed 
official holding his office for 
life can be considered a part of 
the democratic process. 
It is 
Just not possible for us to have, 
in Abraham Lincoln’s deathless 
words, 
“ government 
of 
the 
people, by the people, and for 
the people” if laws are to be 
made 
by 
appointed officials 
holding office for life. 
The true duty of a court is to 
accept the law as it stands and 
interpret it in the light of the 
special curcumstances of par­ 
ticular cases. Beyond that, the 
court 
becomes 
an enemy of 
liberty. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Inside Labor 


WASHINGTON — Pat Brown, 
whom ex-Gov. Earl 
Warren, 
now chief Justice, calls the 
best governor California ever 
had, found himself in the middle 
of a Greek political maelstrom 
last week. 
In Athens, attending the A HE PA 
Convention 
of Americans 
of 
Greek descent, Gov. Brown was 
advised by the American em ­ 
bassy not to visit the king 
and queen for fear it would put 
the United States on the side. 
of the royalists. Then he was 
advised not to call on Andreas 
Papandreou, 
son of the ex ­ 
prime 
minister and 
former 
economics professor at the Uni­ 
versity of California, for fear 
it would put him on the side 
of the anit-royalists. 
So Brown decided to go off on 
a 
cruise through the Isl and- 
studded Aegean, one of the most 
beautiful and romantic seas in 
the world. 
He was about to board the ship 
when he got a long distance 
phone call that the largest city 
in his state was torn by riots, 
hate and fire. 
Brown 
flew home. 
What 
awaited him and what he im ­ 
mediately did about it has been 
on the front page of every 
newspaper. 
Not on the front pages are less 
* publicized questions and unpub­ 
licized 
thoughts that 
went 
through the mind of the Gover­ 
nor as he returned to a holo­ 
caust of rubble and ruins not 
unlike the aftermath in London 
when the Nazis struck, or Ber­ 
lin after Allied armies finished 
their demolition. 
NO THANKS FROM NEGROES 
Pat Brown, like his 
friend 
Lyndon Johnson in the White 
House, 
has always been the 
champion of the Negro. He has 
fought for integration, equal job 
opportunity, and he lost votes 
for the Democratic party and 
helped elect a right-wing Re­ 
publican to the Senate last year 
when he opposed Proposition 14 
which permitted housing d is­ 
crimination 
against Negroes. 
Brown knew lie was taking the 
unpopular stand, yet he went 
down the line for the Negro, 
as 
did Pierre Salinger, 
the 
Democrat who got defeated, be­ 
cause he thought discrimination 
was wrong. 
Yet last week, while the Gov­ 
ernor was a long way from home 
trying to enjoy a vacation, the 
Negroes of Los Angeles stabbed 
him in the back politically by 
unleashing the worst spasm of 
hate California had ever seen. 
In doing so, they strengthened 
the right wing which put over 
Proposition 14, and may have 
defeated Brown’s chance of re­ 
election. 
They also strengthened the 
right wing and segregationists 
all over the United States and 
weakened materially the man in 
the White House, who as a Sen­ 
ator passed two civil 
rights 
laws, and as President 
ap­ 
pointed more Negroes to high 
position than any other man 
in history, has tried to remedy 
poverty, Negro illiteracy and 
Negro unemployment, and who 
only last week signed into law 
the most important Negro voting 
rights law since Abraham Lin­ 
coln signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 
Yet because the Negroes of 
Los Angeles, Chicago, and to a 
lesser 
extent, 
Springfield, 
M ass., voted their vengeance 
against the white man, millions 
of white men--and they are in 
great majority—vowed to vote 
against the President and Gov­ 
ernor Brown of California who 
championed the Negro. 
These, I know, were some of 
the thoughts going through the 
mind of the President, trying to 
rest on his Texas ranch, and 
the mind of the Governor as 
he flew home from trying to 
rest in Greece. 
Unfortunately, during crises 
like these, people don’t rea­ 
son. The white man doesn't 
reason that 60 per cent of 
the people In Watts, the riot- 
torn part of Los Angeles, were 
on relief, that unemployment of 
Negro youths is the highest 
in the nation, and that 30 per 
cent of the children in Watts 
come from broken homes. 
And the Negroes who drove at 
breakneck speed into 
police 
lines and screamed hate and 
shot 
from 
roof-tops 
and 
smashed windows and set fire 
to millions of dollars worth of 
property did not realize they 
were hurting them selves more 
than they were hurting the white 
man.

The more stores they burned, 
the 
less Negro 
employment 
after the terror was over. And 
the more hate they spread, the 
harder they made it for Pat 
Brown and Lyndon Johnson to 
get 
more money for 
Negro 
schools, better housing laws, 
more anti-poverty legislation, 
more Job training and more 
Jobs. 
The circle from the rubble - 
studded smoking community of 
Watts to Sacramento and Wash­ 
ington is short and can be 
vicious. It reacts Immediately 
--In the California legislature 
and in the Congress. Already 
Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina has been telling the 
world that when you try to help 
the Negro he turns on you. 
Already a lot of people be­ 
lieve him. 
However, out of the ashes of 
great tragedies, great achieve­ 
ments 
sometimes 
grow. 
Whether out of the ashes of 
Watts can flower better under­ 
standing will depend largely on 
Negro leaders and whether they, 
like Dick Gregory, will have 
the courage to stand up and re­ 
mind their people that the 70- 
year-old mother of the Gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts went to 
jail for them, and thousands of 
white students risked their lives 
for them in M ississippi and 
Alabama, 
and that the Vice 
President of the United States 
was almost kicked out of the 
1948 Democratic convention for 
championing them, and that the 
President of the United States 
has passed more legislation 
for them than any other p resi­ 
dent since Abraham Lincoln. 
No white man can do this 
reminding. White men can sup­ 
ply the food, help find jobs, 
furnish legal defense. But it 
will be up to the Negro leaders 
to heal the wounds 
and show 
their “ blood brothers" that if 
they nurture understanding in­ 
stead of hate, 
200 years of 
.■econd class citizenship may be 
v»ry near its end. 
HOT DRY TREK FOR UDALL 
Two important conclusions de­ 
veloped when Secretary of the 
Interior Stewart Udall took his 
divining 
rod 
through 
the 
drought-stricken East in quest 
of water. He found no water but 
he did find: 
1. It is not going to be easy 
for New York, one of the most 
profligate cities in the world 
not only with wine but with 
water, to adjust itself to the 
economy of Isreal where peo­ 
ple use water from the baby's 
bath to wash the front porch, 
then use it a third time to water 
the flowers. 
2. The big cities of the East, 
which have seen millions voted 
for reclamation projects in the 
far West, expect Uncle Sam to 
come up with the dough to 
alleviate their water shortages. 
As Mayor Hugh Addonlzio of 
Newark, N. J., put it bluntly 
to Udall: “ We want to know 
when we can get the money and 
how much we can get." 
“ I didn’t bring the Director of 
the Budget or my checkbook with 
m e,” answered the Secretary of 
the Interior. 
When Udall, In turn, asked 
them to plug their water leaks 
and wanted to know why they had 
postponed planning new water 
resources for so long, they 
were not at all sympathetic. In 
fact, 
Water 
Commissioner 
Armand D'Angelo of New York 
got so huffy that Sen. Bobby 
Kennedy, who dropped in for 
the hearings, asked him to sm ile 
a little. 
Commissioner D'­ 
Angelo 
bared his 
glistening 
molars but a minute later was 
snarling at Udall again. 
PHILADELPHIA VS. 
NEW YORK 
What griped New York City 
most was Udall's caustic re ­ 
mark about New York's Inef­ 
ficient water system . Earlier, 
he 
had visited 
Philadelphia, 
where he announced, after a 
closed-door session, that the 
City of Brotherly Love was a 
model of effective water con­ 
servation. He said he was esp e­ 
cially impressed by the sm all, 
I per cent leakage. 
“ One thing stands out,” said 
the Secretary 
of 
Interior, 
“ Philadelphia has put its water 
system to the best possible 
use." 
Though water Is not supposed 
to be a secret commodity which 
affects the security 
of the 
nation, Philadelphia's and Cam­ 
den’s water meeting with Udall 
was held behind closed doors. 
The press was barred as tight­ 
ly as if it had been one of 


President Johnson's 
National 
Security Council meetings on 
Viet Nam. 
New York and Newark had less 
water ,but more freedom of In­ 
formation. 
Both Philadelphia and Camden 
were worried about New York 
City's proposed intake on Sep­ 
tember IO of 200,000 gallons 
of water dally from the upper 
Delaware, which would bring 
salt water surging up from the 
sea beyond Philadelphia's in­ 
take of fresh water from the 
lower Delaware at Torresdale, 
and would also probably seep 
salt Into Camden's 35 wells 
alongside the Delaware River. 
Nothing which Mayor Wagner 
and Commissioner D'Angelo of 
New York said the next day al­ 
leviated that worry. New York 
City, when the Supreme Court 
decree 
expires on September 
IO, seems certain to begin using 
the upper Delaware again. Phil* 
adelphia and Camden will have 
to drinks salt water as far as 
New York is concerned. 
NO WATER PLAN 
It was at that remark that 
Udall, who has spent a life­ 
time conserving water In Ari­ 
zona, began to 
ask searching 
questions about water In north­ 
ern New Jersey and Manhattan. 
He asked Commissioner Robert 
Roe of Newark why no one in 
northern Jersey had the fore­ 
sight to prevent the area's water 
plight 
by building a 
bigger 
reservoir. 
Roe replied that bond Issues 
had 
been proposed 
to build 
ample reservoirs, but each time 
the voters turned them down. 
In an area with 40 inches of 
annual rain In the past, they* 
couldn't envision the possibility 
of a water shortage. Newark 
now has 88 days supply of 
water left before the taps run 
dry. Udall asked why Newark 
had not considered cutting off 
water for a few hours each 
day. 
“ It would make people realize 
the importance of water sav­ 
ing," he said. 
But Jersey officials said that 
would endanger fire prevention, 
since fire hydrants are con­ 
nected with the rest of the city's 
supply. No one mentioned the 
fact that Ballantine Brewery is 
one of the biggest water users, 
and that some Newark citizens 
believe that water for all is 
more important than beer for 
a few. 
Mayor Addonizio had been sit­ 
ting placidly without comment. 
Finally he stood up and said that 
money was needed for drilling 
wells, laying pipes and increas­ 
ing reservoir space. He re­ 
peated his previous question: 
“ When do we get the money 
and how much?" 
Udall, who once served in the 
House of Representatives with 
Addonizio when Congress voted 
approximately $1 billion for 
development of the upper Colo­ 
rado 
River, gave 
him no 
answer. 
LEAKIEST WATER SYSTEM 
But it was at New York that 
the water sparring really got 
rough. There Water Commis­ 
sioner 
D'Angelo 
sat 
with 
clenched teeth under Udall's 
nose while the Secretary of the 
Interior charged New York with 
having the "leakiest and most 
loosely managed" water system 
In the nation. 
“ No one expects you to be 
responsible 
for every leak," 
said Udall, “ but I think we do 
have to be concerned." Ear­ 
lier, Commissioner D'Angelo 
had claimed that New York had 
been “ Indicted" before It could 
be heard. Now he replied with 
heat that New York had 6,000 
m iles 
of underground 
water 
mains, 50well-trainedmenwith 
modern gadgets to search for 
leaks, and that New York lost 
only 2 to 3 per cent through 
leakage, or only 25 to 30 m il­ 
lion gallons a day. That same 
day, 
much 
to 
O'Angelo's 
chagrin, a leak of one m il­ 
lion gallons a day was d is­ 
covered on Staten Island which 
had been going on for one solid 
year. 
“ We are walking on the brink 
of disaster," Secretary Udall 
said in summarizing the hear­ 
ing. 
Note: The New York meeting 
was held in the Board of E sti­ 
mate Chamber of City Hall, 
where the temperature, thanks 
to air cooling, which has since 
been limited, was too cool to 
be comfortable. 
But perhaps 
that was necessary to keep 
tempers 
from flaming even 
more than they did.

R ole In Money

NEW YORK 
— Politics 
are likely to play the chief role 
in deciding the timing of any at­ 
tempt to reform the rules and 
methods of paying for the inter­ 
change of goods and investment 
funds between nations. 
Both the United States and 
Britain have political as well as 
financial reasons for going slow 
before changing the content of 
national monetary reserves or 
the ways of balancing interna­ 
tional payments. 
Some say these reserves may 
soon prove inadequate for fi­ 
nancing a growing world econo­ 
my. 
But first the UJS. dollar and 
the British pound mustbeabove 
reproach. Otherwise each na­ 
tion would be leading from weak­ 
ness in any parley. Andathome 
each 
would 
be 
courting a 
political as well as a financial 
crisis, 
if their views were 
flouted at a parley. 
France's assault on 
the 
present way of handling inter­ 
national payments — especial­ 
ly 
President Charles 
de 
Gaulle's championing of a gold 
standard and downgrading of 
dollars and pounds - i s part and 
parcel of its political drive to 
dominate Western Europe. De 
Gaulle's role in monetary talks 
is likely to 
be stoutly tied to 
his desire to make the United 
States less a factor in Europe's 
political, military and economic 
life. 


West 
Germany 
has 
been 
fighting inflation, as has Eng­ 
land. This pressing goal of clip­ 
ping the wage-price spiral could 
be viewed by Bonn as more im­ 
portant than achieving a great­ 
er international money supply 
as a boon to world trade in the 
nebulous future. Too large an 
international 
money 
supply 
would Just build up pressure 
under Germany's own economy 
by making more money availa­ 
ble and thus make inflation still 
more of a menace. 
The host of less developed 
countries are likely now, and in 
the future, to plug for a larger 
international money supply, for 
political as well as industrial 
reasons, and care little how it is 
achieved. They want more mon­ 
ey to spend abroad, be it dollars 
or some new form of interna­ 
tional currency or credit. Their 
domestic politics demand this. 
UJS. Treasury Secretary Hen­ 
ry H. Fowler has urged prelimi­ 
nary talks on international mon­ 
ey changes. His move follows 
the dramatic switch in the UJI. 
balance of payments position. 
After years of running a deficit 
in its dealings with other na­ 
tions, the United States had a 
small surplus in the second 
quarter of this year. The dol­ 
la r's 
strength seemed reaf­ 
firm ed. And the time seemed 
right to talk of easing foreign 
pressure on the dollar in its rdle 
as an international reserve cur­ 
rency along with gold. 
But some foreign authorities 
are asking: Will the UJS. sur­ 
plus last?

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sena, 
tors received sharply conflict­ 
ing views Thursday on whether 
legislation is necessary to as- 
sure that the right to a fair trial 
Is not impaired by freedom 01 
the press.

Disagree on 
Need for Fair 
Trial Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) -S e n a - 
tors received sharply conflict­ 
ing views Thursday on whether 
legislation is necessary to a s­ 
sure that the right to a fair trial 
is not impaired by freedom oi 
the press. 
Joe Nevens, assistant city ed­ 
itor of the Alhambra, Calli., 
Post-Advocate, urged that press 
coverage of trials be "re stric t­ 
ed to what comes out in court" 
and that pre-trial coverage be 
limited to tile public record. 
hi what he termed a "harsh 
Indictment” of his own profes­ 
sion, Nevens said there have 
been 
instances "where 
the 
press has been a key factor in 
violating due process all in 
order 
to 
have sensational 
stories, prop up 
circulation 
figures or to feed the blood 
lust." 
But Paul Fisher, director of 
the 
Freedom of Information 
Center at Columbia, Mo., sup­ 
ported by news media, said 
"there is less abuse now than 
at any time in American jour- 
nalsirn since, roughly, tile mid­ 
dle of the 19th century. 
"Despite the impression of 
some that the press has widely 
abused rights of defendants in 
irresponsible exercise of the 
guarantees of the first amend­ 
ment, there is little beyond 
fiery opinion to back this up," 
Fisher said. 
Instead of legislation, he said, 
the twin constitutional guaran­ 
tees of free press and fair trial 
should be handled through self- 
regulation, cooperation and ed­ 
ucation of the law, police and 
newsgathering profession. 
The Senate judiciary subcom­ 
mittees 
are considering the 
overall question and a bill in­ 
troduced by Sen. Wayne Morse, 
D-Ore., and 13 other senators to 
restrict information that could 
be given out about federal crim ­ 
inal cases. 
The bill would subject to $1,- 
000 fine for contempt of court 
any federal employe or any de­ 
fendant or ids attorney who 
made available for publication 
information not properly filed 
with a court if the information 
"might affect the outcome of 
any 
pending criminal litiga­ 
tion." 
Support for Morse's bill also 
came from Morris A.Shenker 
of St Louis, immediate past 
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president of the National Asso. 
elation of Defense Lawyers in 
Criminal Cases, and Prof. Phil. 
lip B, Kurland of the University 
of Chicago Law School. 
Shenker said there now "is no 
effective means for curbing the 
power of the press in criminal 
cases" and called the proposed 
legislation "a step in the right 
direction." 
But he said that "other meas­ 
ures, such as strict enforce­ 
ment 
of professional codes, 
adoption by the courts of rules 
of criminal procedure forbid­ 
ding such disclosures to the 
press, and most importantly 
dismissal by the courts 
of 
criminal charges for 
the in­ 
stigation 
of 
government-in­ 
spired publicity, should also 
be taken to eliminate press 
Interference in all ways pos­ 
sible."

Raises Questions 


EDlTORs’s NOTE — How big 
must the world's monetary re­ 
serves be and how easily availa­ 
ble and to whom? The have-nots 
worry lest the big powers get all 
the benefits from any changes,

NEW YORK (AP) — Objec- 
tions are raised almost daily to 
U-S. Treasury Secretary Henry 
H. Fowler's proposal that the 
leading industrial nations dis­ 
cuss ways to meet the world's 
probable need for a greater sup­ 
ply of money and credit to fi­ 
nance international trade. 
The stumbling blocks are in­ 
deed many and obvious. But the 
advantages of at least exploring 
the problem weigh heavily, too. 
And the backlash to the Ameri­ 
can economy of any collapse 
abroad could sting you badly. 


One charge is that the big 
powers which presumably would 
dominate such a parley 
as ““ devised. 
Fowler proposes would come up 
with a plan that would benefit 
only themselves. The sm aller 
countries which most need an 
international supply of money 
and credit if they're to grow, 
might end up worse off than 
before — that is, with less mon­ 
ey from whatever source to 
spend. 
On a different tack, conserva­ 
tives of the old stripe, as distin­ 
guished from champions of the 
New 
Economics, 
question 
whether the international mon­ 
ey supply isn't too large rather 
than too small. They contend 
that the expansion of interna­ 
tional money and credit sources 
since World War II has led to, 
and in turn been due to, world­ 
wide inflation. They fear that a 
world parley such as Fowler 
suggests might just create new 
instruments of inflation — help­ 
ing 
little and perhaps even 
hurting a lot. 
The real need, they say, is for 


those nations that are in trouble 
because of balance of payments 
deficits to put their own houses 
in order. These critics see all 
the talk about more internation­ 
al money being needed shortly 
as just a cover up for the infla­ 
tion they have brought on them­ 
selves at home. 
Standpatters, another group, 
say that the International Mone­ 
tary Fund can do the job ahead. 
They contend that this body, set 
up at Bretton Woods in 1944 to 
guide national currencies of 
member nations through the 
shoals and whirlpools of inter­ 
national finance, hasn't been 
used to its full potentialities. 
Use all its resources, they say, 
and you won't need something 
new. 


Some 
practical 
objections 
center on fear that the "Clubof 
10” — the 10 biggest industrial 
and financial powers this side of 
the Iron Curtain — would be 
autocratic and corner all the 
benefits. The club would set up 
and control any new form of 
international 
monetary

change and use it to fatten the 
members* economies. 
Others warn that if a parley is 
held, under the glare of world­

If 
such a crisis brought on a 
breakdown of the parley it could 
cause a run on the dollar and 
the pound that might prove dis­ 
astrous.

NEW YORK (AP) — Objec­ 
tions are raised alm ost daily to 
U.S. T reasury S ecretary Henry 
H. Fow ler's proposal that the 
leading industrial nations dis­ 
cuss ways to meet the w orld's 
probable need for a g reater sup­ 
ply of money and credit to fi­ 
nance international trade. 
The stumbling blocks are in­ 
deed many and obvious. But the 
advantages of at least exploring 
the problem weigh heavily, too. 
And the backlash to the A m eri­ 
can economy of any collapse 
abroad could sting you badly. 


One charge is that the big 
powers which presumably would 
dominate such a parley 
as “ 
devised. 
Fowler proposes would come up 
with a plan that would benefit 
only them selves. The sm aller 
countries which most need an 
international supply of money 
and credit if they're to grow, 
might end up worse off than 
before — that is, with le ss mon­ 
ey from whatever source to 
spend. 
On a different tack, conserva­ 
tives of the old stripe, as distin­ 
guished from champions of the 
New 
Economics, 
question 
whether the international mon­ 
ey supply isn't too large rather 
than too sm all. They contend 
that the expansion of interna­ 
tional money and credit sources 
since World War II has led to, 
and in turn been due to, world­ 
wide inflation. They fear that a 
world parley such as Fowler 
suggests might just create new

Some

objections 
center on fear that the "C lubof 
IO" — the IO biggest industrial 
and financial powers this side of 
the Iron Curtain — would be 
autocratic and corner all the 
benefits. The club would set up 
and control any new form of

change and use it to fatten the 
m em bers' economies. 
O thers warn that if a parley is 
held, under the glare of world- 
wide attention, any sudden in­ 
ternational 
political develop­ 
ment could ruin everything. If 
such a crisis brought on a 
breakdown of the parley it could 
cause a run on the dollar and 
the pound that might prove dis­ 
astrous. 
One answer to all this by pro­ 
ponents of change is: Talk now

He said the tree is on a bank 
with good drainage and has an 
extensive root system . 


The oldest tree on the Capitol

It was planted 
before 1875 by Sen. Simon D. 
Cameron of Pennsylvania, who 
had been secretary of

under Abraham Lincoln. It is

House lawn. 
Growing 
there now are
